NO recruits wore seen,, Ten to fifteen T34 tanka were stored 
in each of four brick garages. An unidentified number of 
T34 and y-j tanks and 3P guns of about 120 nm caliber with 
muzzle brake were stored in seven wooden garages, allegedly 
10 to 15 tanks or 3P guns per garage.
